"Mrs. Buchanan awaited bar hutband't 


return to tbe Reading home until mid- 
night, long after otber parsons, supposed 
to have beeen in attendance at the lodge, 
had returned to their homes, when two 
notes were found in the girl's room. One 
said 'Good bye' and among otber things 
in the other epistle was 'going to the St. 
Louis Fair.' Neither of the notes were 
signed.

and was married about BBven.years ago."

It Is • 
lecture replete with valuable suggestions 
lot civic clubs'. The Professor says:— 
"The housewives of tha city know • great 
deal more about cleaning and keeping 
ciean, than the busy hard-headed business 
men who are supposed to look after tbe 
streets. Tbe term municipal housekeeping 
is not a misnomer. Therefore the taak of 
cleaning the streets, and keeping them 
clean, should be turned over to tbe house- 
wives, who are experienced, instead of 
being ieft to be mismanaged by business 
men." This is practical advice. It is ab- 
surd to entrust the housekeeping of a. 
city to men who could not ran their Indi- 
vidual homes without tbe assistance of 
women. City mothers would never endure 
the blundering results frequently perpetu- 
ated by city fathers. In one district of 
Philadelphia tbe streets are swept one 
day. and followed the neit day by tbe 
collection of ashes and garbage. The fly- 
ing papers and dirt attendant on this col- 
lection remains on the streets until the 
next weekly sweeping.. What competent 
conncilwoman would tolerate snob revers- 
ed housekeeping, city or domestic?

large number of saloons where such a 
large percentage of their husbands' and 
sons' wages go.

OVERCOME. 


Susan B. Anthony In considering the 


most notable advance made by women of 
America up to the present time in the 
Chicago Record-Herald say*: 


"Nothing more strikingly illustrates 


tbe advance of women than their increas- 
ed activity and interest in the vital 
affairs of the world —matters which were 
formerly reserved solely for the considera- 
tion of men. The great organizations of 
women are becoming a power in the land 
and they ore helping to solve the pro- 
blems of city, state and nation, and when 
we remember that illiteracy is now much 
less among women than among men it is 
not difficult to believe that women will 
continue to exert a greater" influence In 
the affairs of the world. 


"The fight for woman's suffrage will 


never die out. It will continue to gather 
In strength. True, the movement has 
had some set backs, but in evary state 
where tbe constitutional amendment for 
enfranchisement of the sex has been sub- 
mitted twice there has been a largely in- 
creased vota in favor of it the second 
time. 


"Never was there a reform which had so 


'much work done on its side, and which 
won for itself tbe support of BO many 
brainy men and women, as baa tbe wom- 
an soBrage movement, and never wai 
there a movement which encountered inch 
bitter and stubborn opposition, such nar- 
row selfishness, such ignorant prejudice.

Bristol School Affairs. 


Editor Gazette The report of the an- 


nual meeting of the School Board publish- 
ed in last week'. Gazette is entirely cor- 
rect in its Htatement of facts, but some- 
thing more might be said in explanation 
of the motito of tho majority concerning 
their vote oa the tax rote. The diseus- 
iion which the question invited related 
mainly to the fiuanical condition of tbe 
district. 


At tho close of the school year in 1901, 


the district was in debt to the troeaeurer 
$618.77. During the summer of 1902 the 
board ordered a hot water heating plant 
for tho Bath street school house, a neces- 
sity too IOIIK delayed. Its cost was $1,900. 


This in addiition to the above debt, ne- 


cesitatedeitlier an increase in the tax rate 
or the negotiation of a temporary loan. 


Tbe lattet alternative was chosen, and 


the debt won paid out of the first tax re- 
ceipts thereafter, only to be repeated the 
following year, as tbe receipts were insuf- 
cient to covet tbe payment in addition to 
tbe ordinary expense.. The question arose 
at the late meeting, should the process 
continue indefinitely, or should provi.ion 
be made to extinguish the debt and thus 
avoid resortiag to an expedient of doubt- 
ful 
propriety? Tbe majority decided 


to take measures to cancel 
the debt 


and acted 
accordingly. 
Tbe 
minoi;- 


ity took a modified view of the situ- 


tion. 
The proposed incieaaa In the 


teachers' salaries requires but four-tenths 
of a mill on the dollar of the general val- 
uation. The remaining six-tenths of the 
one-mill increase in the rate amounts to 
about $1,550. 


A few facts'relating to the past history 


of Kchool affair, may not here be amiss, 
[n 1889 the school tax was fifty cents on 
the $100, the same as it has been during 
tho last three years. Then there were 14 
schools and 14 teachers; now there are 19 
schools and -!1 teachers. Then there were 
740 jiuplls attending school; last year 
there were 1012. Then the cost of in- 
struction for each pupil per month was 
$1.04; now it is only thirty cents more. 
At that time the district had a liability, 
of $6,212.35, which was entirely paid a 
few years later,and before the High School 
wa. established. It i. not a creditable re- 
flection that this wa. done by tbe aid of 
the state appropriation, wnicn was never 
intended for such a purpose, but was 
meant, primarily, to promote the "welfare 
and efficiency of the schools by the ap- 
pointment of good teachers, and especial- 
ly to encourage the payment of adequate 
salaries. The loweiing of the tax rate up 
to 1894, tbe year the High School build- 
ing was erected, was due, I blush to say, 
lo the same source of helpfulness. 
The 


bonded deU of $19,000 incurred by thl. 
building ban been reduced to $14,000; and 
tho reduction will go on year after year 
till it is extinguished. 


Our schools do not languish. They 


lave progressed. In order to show that 
our pupil, have educational adantage* 
superior to those in vogue in tbe '80'., I 
need only state that not leu than seven 
banobes of study have been introduced 
since then, namely, general history, Eng- 
lish history, oivil government, Latin, 
rhetoric, • commercial 
geography, 
and 


English and American literature. 


Pew parent* ot our school children can 


afford to send them to other schools.where 
bhey would profit by better tuition and 
higher advantage*. Let us, therefore, if 
we can, bring better tuition and higher 
advantage* to them. The riling genera- 
tion will surely give proof of the improv- 
ed utility aad progressive spirit of our 
schools. If we would be proud of them 
we should make them worthy of our 
pride. 


All things considered, the action of the 


director*, in tha past or in the present, 
doe* net *eem to admit of even a modest 


>a*nre of reproach; but If any one 


should see fit to Indulge In criticism 01 
admonition, let him be sure tbat hi* no- 
tion* have ttie benefit of a background of 
knowledge, and an not ground in the r 
crucible of ignorance.
